Have Opened Headquarters. 


Chicago, Aug. 5. — With delegates 
present from nearly every state in the 
Union, the first national convention of 
the Progressive party was called to 
under in the Coliseum at noon today 
by Senator Dixon, chairm an of the 
provisional national committee. 
Form er United S tates Senator Al­ 
bert J. Beveridge, of 
Indiana, was 
elected tem porary chairm an. Atter de­ 
livering his speech the com m ittee on 
resolutions aud credentials were ap­ 
pointed. The convention then adopted 
a 
resolution 
inviting 
ex-President 
Roosevelt to address the convention 
tomorrow. 
Atter adjournm ent the com m ittee on 
resolutions turned their attention to 
fram ing the platform on which Roose­ 
velt is to run for the presidency and 
which will represent the views of all 
classes of progressives who have join 
ed the new party. 
The com m ittee on resolutions is to 
he peppered with all sorts and condi­ 
tions of planks representing the per­ 
sonal ideas aud desires of sonic* of the 
most radical 
m inds in the country. 
There is to he no stilling of suggestion 
or idea. The platform must represent 
concretely the views of all citizen'* In 
the new party who believe that condi­ 
tion* under the two old parties are 
adverse to the dem ands of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
Nearly all the states have opened 
headquarters in the various hotels in 
•very respect the aspects of a great 
national convention have been assam 
•d. The New Yorkers, the Californians 
and the Pennsylvanians have the finest 
headquarters. The original call tor this 
convention stated that it was to con­ 
sist of one m em ber from each con­ 
gress district iu every state This rep­ 
resentation would be just one-half of 
that in the 
Republican aud Denn* 
erat ic national conventions 
Nearly all the states have responded 
to the call far more generously than 
Its term s require. 
For instance, Con 
nectlcut, with five congress districts 
aud two United States senators, would 
he entitled under tile call to seven del­ 
egates. Instead, Connecticut has sent 
forty-nine delegates, who in the pro­ 
ceedings ot the convention will he en- 
#tled to one-seventh of a vote ca< h. 
The sam e situation prevails in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Missouri, Massa­ 
chusetts, California and nearly all the 
other states 
There developed a feeling to the ef 
feet that the national Progressive par­ 
ty should dem onstrate in some way 
that Colonel Theodore Roosevelt is not 
all there is to the party, and while he 
liappeu* to he at 
the moment 
the 
man with the force aud energy to 
represent the exigencies of the situa­ 
tion, many of the delegates began to 
express opinions to the effect that it 
there Is any weakness to their party 
movement it Is that they are relying 
altogether too much ou the lite of one 
man. 
Some were free to say that lf Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt should pass away during 
the present 
campaign the National 
Progressive party would go to pieces. 
Such a contingency, they added, must 
he guarded against. And vet t h o s e who 
expressed these views confessed that 
they had no remedy for the situation 
which confronts them, hut that they 
must fight on under Colonel Roosevelt, 
and whatever 
happened 
they must 
hope for loug life for Roosevelt, cer­ 
tainly until the National Progressive- 
party is firmly established, aud this 
they declared 
would com e to pass 
within two or three years. 
A new name was suggested for vice 
president in General Basil Duke, of 
Kentucky.

originators of the P alm er-Buckner gold 
Democratic movement in 1896 
Colonel Roosevelt, it is well known, 
favors a southern Democrat for vice 
president.

W ith Postponement of Archbald Trial 


Remaining Bills Can Be Pushed to 


Finish. 


Washington, Aug. 5.—Congress be 
gan today what is expected to be the 
last fortnight of the present session 
Adjournment by Aug. 15 or 17 is con 
fldently anticipated. 
The postponement of the Ar< hbald 
im peachm ent tiial until Dec. 3 has 
cleared the decks of the senate so 
action on the remaining 
legislative 
problems can be pushed to a speedy 
finish 
Uncertainty exists as to the fate of 
some of the appropriation bills that 
are still a' issue between the senate 
and house. The determination to abol 
ish the commerce court and to place a 
seven-year tenure of office iu the civil 
service law has aroused antagonism 
which may be reflected from the Whit# 
House in the veto of # bill appropriat­ 
ing money tor the salaries of federal 
employes. 
This contingency has been antici­ 
pated by the leaders of both house* 
and an effort is to be made to com­ 
plete the legislative executive Judiciary 
appropriation bill so it may b# sent 
at once to the president. In ( ase of an 
executive veto it is believed it again 
(an be considered, pa#*ed and resub­ 
mitted to him in amended form with­ 
out seriously delaying plans for ad­ 
journment. 
Action for tariff bills and a reopen­ 
ing of the two battleship fight in the 
house will be feature* of this week’s 
session. The senate will act on the 
compromise wool tariff bill today and 
will probably agree to It, a* the house 
ha* done. A meeting of the conference 
committee on the excise tax bill today 
or tomorrow is expected to result in 
sn agreem ent 
that will send 
that 
measure also to President Taft during 
the week. 
It has been asserted by the presi­ 
dent s friend* in both holuses that he 
will veto ail of the tariff bills that 
re«( h him 
Such action would be ac- 
< epted a* final by congress and no at 
tempt would be made at this session 
to repass the measures. 
The 
Democrats of the house will 
take up the battleship question In cau­ 
cus again tomorrow. 
The leaders In 
the fight for at least one new man-of- 
war in this year’s naval building pro­ 
gram succeeded in forcing the third 
caucus on the subject, and it is be 
lieved t hex will control the situation 
lf the house agrees to one ship the 
senate is expected to accept the com 
promise, although it wants two. 
Many of the most important appro­ 
priation hill# remain to be com plete!, 
and the senate has not a* yet complet­ 
ed half of the expected debate on the 
Panama (anal administration bill. Both 
house* will begin daily sessions at IO 
o'clo-k this week. however, and prob 
ably will sit evening* from 8 to 12. 
making twelve hour# dslly.
